NATIONAL GAME REFUGE 


We cannot quite understand Governor 


Elaine's opposition to the measure which 
is soon to be presented to the state legis-, 
lature approving the action of: congress in 
establishing a national park and game ref- 
uge alor.g the Mississippi River and giv- 
ing the consent of Wisconsin to the use 
of this land under federal jurisdiction. 


Mr. Elaine is said to argue that' it 


would be an impairment of the sovereign- 
ty of the state, which he dislikes to be- 
come a party to. 
There can. however, 


be no force to such argument. 
If there 


were we would have no national parks 
anywhere in the United States, and we 
have never yet heard the contention that 
those that have been established were det- 
rimental to the interests of the states with- 
in whose borders they are located. 
On 


the contrary, they are universally regard- 
ed as invaluable public assets alike to the 
state and the nation. 
Tie same would 


hold true of the proposed national park 
created in Wisconsin. 


When it was first sought to set aside 


these lands along the Mississippi for con- 
servation and park purposes, the politi- 
cians who opposed it raised the plea that 
they were all privately owned and that 
nothing could be done. The matter was 
then taken to congress where an act was 
passed by both houses unanimously creat- 
ing a national park along the Mississippi. 


Senator La Follette was one of the 


first advocates of this measure and to his 
work and influence is attributed largely 
the immediate and unanimous response by 
congress. Tt is a typical La Follette con- 
servation step, and one that ought to have 
prompt acceptance by the legislature of 
Wisconsin. 
Everything relating to this 


proposal is in the interest of the public 
as opposed to private interests. It is gen- 
uine conservation of fish and game and of 
permanent value for recreations and plea- 
sure. Wisconsin ought to congratulate 
itself that the federal government has 
consented to take this land over and make 
a national park and game preserve of it.

MAX AND THE MACHINE. 


Xew ingenuities in tlie way of machinery are be- 


ing: constantly introduced in modern industry to 
perform the he.uier work formerly done by hand. 
Only such lifrht work and dexterous handwork as 
machines cannot do satisfactorily is retained. This 
trreat change in. practice has far reaching economic 
and social effects. According: to a story circulated 
in the early years of the autorrfatic era. in industry 
a larpe employer of child labor "was importing: a 
shipload of trained monkeys to attend the looms 
in his cotton mill, and the parents of the children 
organized a, mass meeting: and' made a public pro- 
test against the scheme which they believed would 
be cruel. 


One cha'ngre. that has been brought about by this 


substitution of machine work for manual labor has" 
an important bearing upon health. The change is in 
the quality or character of fatigrue. A tour through 
any giant industrial plant will impress the thought- 
ful observer with the significance of this change. 
Fatigue is becoming rather n mental or psycho- 
logical problem. Physical fatigue is becoming rare 
in industry. One can more readily study physical 
fatigue in the the person of the grocer's hustling 
clerk than in the person of the steel rail maker. 
Perhaps the rail maker is a better subject in whom 
to study brain fag" or the Dreariness of spirit which 
comes from prolonged attention to monotonous de- 
tails and from lack of change or variety in the 
work. 


Such progress or gain as is being made in this 


branch of hygiene is largely contributed by psy- 
chology or by psychologic surveys and remedies 
suggested by them. To tie sure, the psychologist 
must base his survey and remedy on solid phy- 
siological ground if it is to be of any practical value: 
without physiology to support him the psychologist 
is merely a "nut." 


Industrial fatigue today is a different state and 


calls for a different remedy from, the • industrial 
fatigue 
of 
grandfather's time. In grandfather's 


time the mill or factory hand could balance his life 
very well indeed and find both rest and recreation 
as a spectator at a ball game, show or other enter- 
tainment. Xot so today. The fatigue of the factory 
worker today is not bodily, for his work is no longer 
hard muscular work or strenuous manual labor, but 
mechanical, light, d'exterous perhaps, fatiguing not. 
His weariness is mere ennui, and the antidote for 
that is any form of enjoyable muscle work or play 
or game the man prefers, but never just sitting and 
looking on while others take the medicine. 


A change is as good as a rest any time, and for 


the modern industrial worker it is rather better. Even 
when a man engages in severe muscular work of 
any kind, a frequent change in the movements lie 
makes and in his own posture at work will put off 
fatigue. And men who do hard physical work know 
very well that a. change of posture helps to put off 
fatigue even though, the rest pauses be only mo- 
mentary. 
Soldiers on the long marches in the 


early stage of the great war found that they got 
more refreshment from a halt if they lay on their 
backs and elevated their legs and slowly wiggled 
their toes.

A hot-air furnace is troublesome and 


dusty, but has the advantage of combining ventilation with heating. 
All indirect sj^jtems make the inside air too dry, but various methods 
of adding moisture are in use It is said that in very cold, dry weather 
the ordinary mechuni-sized house requires the addition to the air of 
10 gallons or more of moisture every 24 hours. Shallow pans of 
water on the registers, radiators, or stoves -w 111 keep the air in the 
rooms somewhat moist.
